! Through Palestine l>y Water. 
The conversion of Jerusalem into ft 


seaport-is a project which would shock 
thoireligious sensibilities of Englishmen, 
if their associations with Bible countries 
had not become so hard and prosaic. 
The cession of 03-prus, tho scene of the 
first missionary journey, was looked 
upon at first as a good stroke of business 
on ithe'part of Lord Beaconsfield, and 
subsequently as a bad investment, its 
trade being inconsiderable, its harbors 
worthless and its strategical value with 
reference to the Suez Canal of small 
account. 
An experienced traveler goes 


to (he summit of Ararat because it is a 
more Conspicuous exploit in mountain- 
climbing than the -well-known Alpine 
passes offer to venturesome spirits, and 
consequently will make a thrilling chap- 
ter in a book, and not because ho has a 
suspicion that tho keel of the Ark ever 
grounded there. A year ago u. cam- 
paign was 'conducted in the ancient 
land of Goshon 
and 
a stronghold 


stormed on the site of one of the cities 
of bondage,' and in the v < pid movement 
of tho troops and tho piv.-s of diplomatic 
and administrative-queslions, no leisure 
was left for the. contemplation of tho 
reliMous associations of the signs and 
wonders of Egypt. Railways have been 
planned between the Jordan and tho 
'coast, aud tho solo consideration has 
been whether they would pay dividends 
on --the cost of construction. 
In like 


Wanner this new project for construct- 
In'* :an inter-oceanic canal through the 
Holy Land and the region beyond the 
Dead Sea is regarded in England only 
in. its practical aspects of utility and 
'availability as a water-way to India. 


As tho details of tho scheme are re 


cited in the Times (London), the pro- 
posed canal is to unite the Mediterranean 
arid the Gulf of Akabah, the eastern 
. arm of the upper waters of tho Red Sea. 
A great trench is to be hollowed out 
"from Haifa, in the Bay of Acre, through 
the plain of Asdraelon to tho valley of 
tho Jordan, tapping the Lake of Gali- 
lee.' Tho course of the river will be 
diverted lowec down for the sake of 
converting Jericho and Jerusalem, and 
possibly Bethlehem as well, into salt- 
water ports, or half-way houses on the 
canal, 
Beyond the Dead Sea lies a 


Idesolstc region, seldom traversed by 
'European travelers, through which a 
: [canal will have to be cut to the Gulf of 
"Aisibah. It is a sandy valley, which 
:-:was: once the bed of a sea, but now 


abounds in scorpions and serpents—an 
uninhabitable desert waste. The entire 
iwater route from sea to sea, including 
[Lot's .great • salt marsh, or bitter 
lake, 
will 
measure 
two 
hundred 


miles,

Tpm -two1 hundred teet to ten miles,will 
loat vessels of-the largest size from'the 
Mediterranean to the. Hed Sea. While 
,he : projectors refer casually to the 
prophecy of Ezekiul that there is to be a 
jroad soa in the heart of the desert and 
;hat "the fishers shall stand upon it 
from Eugedi oven unto Eneglaim," 
sacrjed . associations have little to do 


their scheme of an inter-oceanic 


canal through Palestine. Thev talk 
lightly.of idraming tho Lake of G-alilee, 
changing the. course of the Jordan, in- 
crealsmg the business facilities of Jeru- 
salem, and steaming through, the Dead 
Sea, They are prepared to pay §5,000,- 
000 as recompense to the natives whose 
property, may be injured by the sub- 
merging three hundred square miles of 
the Holy- Land. As for the losses in re- 
ligioiis veneration and sacred feeling, 
they, roughly estimate that these would 
bo amply compensated for in the revival 
of business activity. 


It is not probable that the present 


wenpration will-witness the consumma- 
tion .of this scheme. 
Even if M. de 


Lesseps does not enlarge the Suez Can- 
al, British ship-owners and capitalists 
will not favor a water route of two hun- 
dred miles through Palestine when an- 
.othe'r only half as long can be found on 
the isthmus. Xeverthtless a company 
has been formed,with the Duke of Marl- 
borough as chairman, to raise sufficient 
capiial to enable a body of engineers to 
survey tho Jordan valley, take sound- 
ino-s'inthe Dead Sea, and explore the 
delert'as'far as Akabah. The last sec- 
tion iof the route is the one which offers 
the ruost formidable engineering diffi- 
culties, and this will be the first .to bo 
stirveyetl. 
Jf the engineers' reports'are 


favorable, xic^rotiat.ions with the ' Porte 
for the exclusive right of way will be ia 
order unless the imaginations ot the 
^oiectors are caught by some other 
flittering scheme. A suggestion for an 
Inclined nulway to the crest of Mount 
Sinai may divert them from any serious 
endeavors-to convert Jerusalem into 
^seaport and Bethlehem into a stirring 
places of business.—AT. F- Tribune. 


Books as Furniture. 


" "What are books worth a • dozen- 
pood, ones, you know—standard and 
right up to the mark-vfor cash?" 
This question was propounded by a 


' " -- Qver-dre9?ed man in an up 


town book-store. The cmpliasis'wliicli 
he placed upon the phrase "for cash" 
revealed the esteem in which he held 
that article as compared with the com- 
modity for which he intended to ex- 
change it. 
'' Do gentlemen - .often buy books by 


the dozen?" asked the reporter. 


"Oh, yes," replied the salesman, 


when his customer had disappeared. 
"I have been sent for several times this 
vear to measure the shelves of libraries 
in new houses, to find out the number 
of books required to fit them up. Books 
are un important iteDi in house furnish- 
ing-. The comfortable, old-time sitting- 
room has made way for the formal li- 
brary. 
As a library without books 


would hardly do, house owners are 
bound to have- them whether they pos- 
sess literary tastes or not. Besides, 
they add tone and color to the room. A 
customer recently said to me, frankly 
enough: 'I don't pretend to read any- 
thing except the papers, but there's a 
home feeling in having- books around; 
they look well, too, and sort of encour- 
age the children.' He told me to be 
.' sure and "chuck" in a few big OURS to 
put on tho tables.' 


"The customer who just wont out or- 


dered books for eight four-feet shelves. 
Ho said that he dia Eolcaro much for 
literature, but that nowadays :v library 
was almost as necessary as a billiard 
room. All buyers ;ire not so frank in 
speaking about the matter. The ma- 
jority not only want books for their 
decorative qualities, but to give an ap- 
pearance of culture. 
" Another harmless fellow who want- 


ed tho reputation of a man. of culture 
always directed us to put in some books 
,tliat had been used a little. He once 
told me that he was bound to have a 
library as big as his neighbor's, and 
whenever the latter ordered a now 
staud-up showcase he was going to do 
the same. 


"Some of these folks have queer 


ideas. One of our customers insisted on 
having all his books bound after tho 
same pattern and numbered. Some 
time afterward a friend told him that 
people were asking if ho kept a circulat- 
ing library; soluV'lmd morocco hibels 
stuck on over tho figures. But this 
ing,' ftiid I was all smoked up, and the 
water that ran off from the burnt 
shingles had soaked into mo, too. and I 
wastlack us your hat. I wasn't used 
to taking cold water baths in January, 
butjl washed up, put on my 'bilcd' 
shirt and went to bed. 1 hadn't been 
uslcop ten minutes before the old gong 
struck a<*ain, and away we went to' 
another lire. You ought to have seen 
that shirt when I got back! I've never 
worn a bilcd shirt since only when I 
o-o to funerals. 
" "Yes, you ought to bo u. lircinan. I 
think you'd enjoy coming back from a 
iireiat three or four o'clock in tho inorn- 
in'" with your clothes fro/sen stiff and 
j-oiii- boots full of jvatcr. And I know 
that it would be just fun for you after 
you'd got them hung'up by the lire to 
ilrv'iinil had crawled into bed to get up 
and; get into them again and go to 
another fire.

few. doses of that usually brings ou 
sciatic' rheumatism.

Let 
such'ones as are old enough exercise 
their own judgment, train their facul- 
ties, .'develop their, skill and their feel- 
iD" of proper independence by the 
manao-ement of the small sums intrust- 
ed to°them,: and they will gain wisdom 
for tho wider sphere of manhood ann 
womanhood.— MaryWincliestcr, in Gold- 
en Rule.
